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MUNICIPAL POLICE STATISTICS 


Police statistics were collected in 1948 from 197 urban centres, 14 district 
municipalities and 3 unorganized districts of 4,000 population and over. The 
total population of these centres was 5,317,752 according to the 1941 Census, 
and the number of police employed in 1948 numbered 8,069 or one policeman 
to every 659 persons. This ratio would not be as low if calculated on the 1948. 
population. 


In the following summary 1947 figures are given in brackets for comparison 
with those of 1948. 


The offences known to the police rose to 960,709 (589,569). Arrests 
numbered 154,214 (145,887) and 672,021 (389,054) persons were summoned. 
There were 864,965 (569,430) prosecutions. The increase in the 1948 figures 
is explained in part by the inclusion of six additional urban centres as well as 
the district municipalities and unorganized districts of 4,000 population and 
over in British Columbia and because of the application of a better definition 
of the term ‘offences known to the police” which includes all offences reported 
to the police and recorded daily by them. 


The number of motor vehicles, reported as stolen, totalled 8,665 (8,744) 
with 8,895 (8,871) recovered. In three provinces more motor vehicles were 
found than were reported stolen, resulting in 217 more cars recovered in Canada 
than reported as stolen. There is no reason to believe this is a discrepancy in 
the statistics for a car can be recovered by the police before the owner has 
reported a loss or a car stolen in 1947 may be found in 1948. Of 16,558 (14,945) 
stolen bicycles, 14,036 (12,550) were recovered. 


Other stolen articles were valued at $4,817,863 ($5,640,133) of which 
$2,573,680 ($2,649,183) worth were found by the police. 


The identification departments of police forces fingerprinted 26,491 (24,041) 
and photographed 18,695 (17,143) persons. 


There were 80,862 (72,271) motor vehicle accidents investigated by the 
police in which 608 (534) persons were killed and 19,579 (17,010) were injured. 
Other accidents reported to the police had a toll of 730 (599) deaths and 9,509 
(8,826) injured persons. 


Shelter in police stations was given to 79,567 (60,358) persons. Out of 
9,004 (7,890) persons reported missing 8,181 (7,284) were located. 


It is difficult to procure accurate police statistics partly because the chief 
constables in some places, though keeping local statistics with care, fail to 
realize the value of national statistics and are apt to think that estimated 
figures rather than a true count are sufficient for statistical purposes, which, 
of course, is erroneous. Furthermore, the nature of a large proportion of police 
work places the emphasis in the training on physical skill and achievement rather 
than on clerical work and the keeping of records. 


The encouraging side to this problem is that the officers of the Chief 
Constables Association of Canada are most anxious that the statistical material 
published by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics shall be dependable and useable. 
They are prepared to do their part in procuring accurate recording and prompt 
submission of the reports. 

To illustrate the need for this co-operation, one in every three of the 1948 
reports of police statistics had to be returned for the correction of discrepancies 
that were apparent to the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, and no doubt there 
were other inaccuracies that were not detected. In nineteen of the 1948 reports 
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the number of offences cleared up by the police was recorded as less than the 
number resulting in a prosecution. This is not logical for surely a prosecution 
clears up a case as far as the police are concerned and should be included in 
the total figure of offences known to the police and offences cleared up by the 
olice. 

: Again the police in five municipalities reported that all the property 
stolen, other than motor vehicles and bicycles, was recovered. This might 
happen but experience shows it is improbable. 

In another six places the value of the recovered property far exceeded 
the value of stolen property. This indicates that there may be some dupli- 
cation of reporting. It seems likely that the extra property recovered was 
stolen from other centres and when turned over to them might be reported 
again as recovered property to balance their record of stolen property. 


RCMP, Provincial and Railway Police Statistics 


The 1948 statistics of the Royal Canadian Mounted Police, Provincial and 
Railway Police, cannot be compared with those of 1947, the year they were 
first collected, for they were not complete that year. Even in 1948 they do 
not give a full statistical picture of police activities in the whole of Canada 
since they do not include the statistics of the Quebee Provincial Police and of 
the police forces in those incorporated towns and villages of less than 4,000 
population, which are not patrolled by the R.C.M.P. or the Provincial Police.

En 1948, la statistique policiére est colligée dans 197 centres urbains, 
14 municipalités de district et 3 districts non oragnisés de 4,000 habitants et 
plus. D’aprés le recensement de 1941, la population totale de ces centres est 
de 5,317,752 et le nombre d’agents de police employés en 1948 atteint 8,069, 
soit un agent pour 659 personnes. Cette proportion ne serait pas si basse si 
elle était fondée sur la population de 1948. 


Dans le sommaire suivant, les chiffres de 1947 paraissent entre parenthéses 
pour fins de comparaison avec ceux de 1948. 


Les délits connus de la police se chiffrent par 960,709 (589,569). Le nombre 
d’arrestations est de 154,214 (145,887) et celui de personnes sommées de 
comparaitre, de 672,021 (389,054). Il y a eu 864,965 (569,430) poursuites. 
L’augmentation des chiffres de 1948 découle de l’inclusion de six centres urbains 
supplémentaires, de méme que des municipalités de district et des districts non 
organisés de 4,000 habitants et plus en Colombie-Britannique, et de l’application 
d’une meilleure définition du terme “‘délit connu de la police’, qui englobe tous 
les délits déclarés 4 la police et enregistrés quotidiennement par elle. 


Le nombre de véhicules automobiles volés s’établit 4 8,665 (8,744), dont 
8,895 (8,871) sont retrouvés. Dans trois provinces, le nombre de véhicules 
automobiles retrouvés excéde celui de véhicules volés, avec le résultat qu’il y a 
217 plus de véhicules automobiles retrouvés au Canada qu’il en a été déclaré 
‘de volés. Cette anomalie n’est pas une erreur de statistique; il arrive qu’une 
automobile soit retrouvée par la police avant que le propriétaire ne fasse 
rapport du vol ou qu’une automobile volée en 1947 soit retrouvée en 1948. 
Sur les 16,558 (14,945) bicyclettes volées, 14,036 (12,550) sont retrouvées. 
Les autres articles volés ont une valeur de $4,817,863 ($5,640,133) dont 
$2,573,680 ($2,649,183) sont retrouvés par la police. 


Les services de confrontation des diverses stiretés prélévent les empreintes 
digitales de 26,491 (24,041) personnes et en photographient 18,695 (17,143). 


Le nombre d’accidents d’automobile portés A l’attention de la police est 
de 80,862 (72,271); dans ces accidents, 608 (534) personnes perdent la vie et 
19,579 (17,010) sont blessées. D’autres accidents déclarés & la police cotitent 
la vie 4 730 (599) personnes et en blessent 9,509 (8,826) autres. 


Les postes de police hébergent 79,567 (60,358) personnes. | Sur les 9,004 
(7,890) personnes portées disparues, 8,181 (7,284) sont retrouvees. 


Il est difficile d’obtenir des statistiques policiéres précises, d’une part 
parce que les chefs de police de certains endroits, méme s’ils colligent avec soin 
leurs statistiques locales, ne sont pas saisis de l’importance de la statistique 
nationale et croient A tort que des chiffres approximatifs suffisent aux fins 
statistiques; et d’autre part, parce que la formation du policier, en raison 
méme d’une grande partie de ses fonctions, consacre beaucoup plus de temps 
4 Vadresse physique qu’au travail de bureau et aux méthodes de tenir des 
dossiers. 


Le probléme a son c6té encourageant: les directeurs de l’Association des 
chefs de police du Canada désirent vivement que la statistique publiée par le 
Bureau fédéral de la statistique soit bien fondée et utile. Ils feront leur part 
pour que les rapports soient préparés avec précision et soumis avec promptitude. 


Pour montrer combien cette collaboration est nécessaire, un rapport de la 
statistique policiére sur trois en 1948 a été renvoyé pour fins de corrections 
d’erreurs relevées par le Bureau fédéral de la statistique, sans compter d’autres 
inexactitudes qui ont passé probablement inapergues. Dans 19 des rapports de 
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1948, le nombre de délits réglés par la police est inférieur & celui qui résulte 
en poursuite. Cela n’est pas logique, car sdrement une poursuite régle le cas 
en ce qui concerne la police et ce dernier devrait étre compris dans le total des 
délits connus et réglés par la police. La police de cmq municipalités annonce 
que tous les biens volés, autres que les véhicules automobiles et les bicyclettes, 
sont retrouvés. La chose est possible, mais l’expérience passée en démontre 
Vimprobabilité. Dans six autres endroits, la valeur des biens retrouvés dépasse 
de beaucoup celle des biens volés, indication de double emploi dans les rapports. 
Il est probable que l’excédent de biens retrouvés s’applique 4 d’autres centres 
qui, 4 leur tour, peuvent en faire rapport de nouveau pour balancer les biens 
déclarés dans ces endroits comme perdus. 


Statistique R.G.C., de la police provinciale et de la police | 
des chemins de fer | 
| 


En 1948, la statistique de la Royale gendarmerie a cheval, de la police 
provinciale et la police des chemins de fer ne peut se comparer a celle de 1947, 
colligée pour la premiére fois en cette année et incomplete. Méme en 1948, 
elle ne refiéte pas toute l’activité policiére au Canada étant donné qu’elle ne 
comprend pas la statistique de la Sfireté provinciale du Québec et de celle des 
villes et villages non incorporés, de moins de 4,000 habitants qui ne sont pas 
patrouillés par la Royale gendarmerie 4 cheval ou par la police provinciale.

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MUNICIPAL 
POLICE STATISTICS 


Police statistics were collected in 1949 from 
198 urban centres, 13 district municipalities and 2 
unorganized districts of 4,000 population and over. 
The total population of these centres was 5,334,925 
according to the 1941 Census, and the strength of 
the police forces was 8,415. 


In the following summary 1948 figures are given 
in brackets for comparison with those of 1949. 


| The offences knowntothe police roseto 1,104,883 

(960,709). The increase is due in part to a better 
understanding of the term ‘‘offences known to the 
police’’ which includes all offences reported to the 
police and recorded daily by them. Arrests numbered 
157,626 (154,214) and 808,786 (672,021) persons 
were summoned. There were 995,584 (864,965) 
prosecutions. Of the prosecutions 8.7 per cent 
_ were for crimes against the criminal code and Federal 
statutes, 21.8 per cent were for offences against 
provincial statutes and 69.5 per cent were for muni- 
cipal by-law infractions. 


The number of motor vehicles, reported as Stolen, 
totalled 9,573 (8,665) with 9,452 (8,895) recovered. 
In two provinces more motor vehicles were reported 
found than were reported stolen. There is no reason 
_ to believe this is a discrepancy in the statistics for 
a car can be recovered by the police before the owner 
has reported a loss or a car stolen in 1948 may be 
found in 1949. Of 17,649 (16,558) stolen bicycles, 
15,098 (14,036) were reported recovered. 


Other stolen articles were valued at $5,614,585 
($4,817,863) of which $2,589,547 ($2,573,680) worth 
were found by the police. The police in two munici- 
palities reported that all the property stolen, other 
than motor vehicles and bicycles, was recovered. 
This might happen but experience shows it is im- 
probable. 


The identification departments of police forces 
fingerprinted 33,920 (26,491) and photographed 
19,917 (18,695) persons. 


There were 95,931 (80,862) motor vehicle acci- 
dents investigated by the police in which 624 (608) 
persons were killed and 21,412(19,579) were injured. 
Other accidents reported to the police had a toll of 
724 (730) deaths and 12,051 (9,509) injured persons. 


Shelter in police stations was given to 85,713 
(79,567) persons, an increase of 7.7 per cent. Out of 
8,309 (9,004) persons reported missing 7,754 (8,181) 
were located. 


STATISTIQUE

En 1949, la statistique policiére est colligée 
dans 198 centres urbains, 13 municipalités de 
district et 2 districts non organisés de 4,000 habi- 
tants et plus.

Dans le sommaire suivant, les chiffres de 1948 
paraissent entre parenthéses pour fins de com- 
paraison avec ceux de 1949. 


Les délits connus de la police augmentent 4 
1,104,883 (960,709). L’augmentation provient en 
en partie d’une meilleure interprétation du terme 
‘‘délit connu de la police’’, qui englobe tous les 
délits déclarés 4 la police et enregistrés quotidien- 
nement par elle. Les arrestations se chiffrent par 
157,626 (154,214) et 808,786 (672,021) personnes 
sont sommées de comparaftre.

Le nombre de véhicules automobiles volés s’éleve 
a 9,573 (8,665), dont 9,452 (8,895) sont retrouvés. 
Dans deux provinces, le nombre de véhicules re- 
trouvés surpasse celui des véhicules déclarés volés. 
Cette anomalie n’est pas une erreur de statistique; 
il arrive qu’une automobile soit retrouvée par la 
police avant que le propriétaire ne fasse rapport du 
vol ou qu’une automobile volée en 1948 soit retrouvée 
en 1949. Sur les 17,649 (16,558) bicyclettes volées, 
15,098 (14,036) sont retrouvées. 


Les autres articles volés ont une valeur de 
$5,614,585 ($4,817,863). La police en retrouve pour 
une valeur de $2,589,547 ($2,573,680). La police de 
deux municipalités déclare que toute la propriété 
volée, autre que les véhicules automobiles et les 
bicyclettes, a été retrouvée. Cela peut arriver, mais 
l’expérience démontre que c’est improbable. 


Les services de confrontation de la _ police 
prélévent les empreintes digitales de 33,920 (26,491) 
personnes et photographient 19,917 (18,695) per- 
sonnes. 


Le nombre d’accidents d’automobile portés a 
l’attention de la police s’éleve a 95,931 (80,862); 
dans ces accidents, 624 (608) personnes perdent la 
vie et 21,412 (19,579) sont blessées. Les autres 
accidents déclarés a la police cotitent la vie 4 724 
(730) personnes et en _ blessent 12,051 (9,509). 


Les postes de police hébergent 85,713 (79,567) 
personnes, augmentation de 7.7 D. 100. Sur les 
8,309 (9,004) personnes portées disparues, 7,754 
(8,181) sont retrouvées. 


It is difficult to procure accurate police statistics 
partly because the chief constables in some places, 
though keeping local statistics with care, fail to 
realize the value of national statistics and are apt 
to think that estimated figures rather than a true 
count are sufficient for statistical purposes, which, 
of course, iS erroneous. 


The encouraging side to this problem is the 
continued interest of the chiefs of police to obtain 
more accurate recording so that these statistics 
will be of use to themselves. A decided improvement 
was shown in 1949. 


The 1948 report stated that one in every three 
reports of police statistics had to be returned for 
the correction of discrepancies that were apparent to 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics. In 1949 only 1 in 
every thirteen was returned. However, there is still 
room for betterment. For instance, in 7 of the 1949 
reports, the offences known to the police, and in 
44 reports, the number of offences cleared up by the 
police, were recorded as less than the number result- 
ing in prosecution. This is not logical for surely a 
prosecution clears up a case, as far as the police 
are concerned, and should be included in the total 
figure of offences known to the police and offences 
cleared up by the police. 


RCMP, Provincial and Railway Police Statistics 


The statistical reports of the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police and the Provincial Police do not 
include those places of 4,000 and over which they 
police. For instance, in British Columbia 13 of the 
centres listed under Municipal Police Statistics in 
this Report are patrolled by the Provincial Police, 
and likewise in Saskatchewan 4, in Manitoba 4 and 
in New Brunswick 3 are policed by the R.C.M.P. 


However, these combined statistics do not give 
a full picture of police activities in Canada since 
they do not include the statistics of the Newfound- 
land Ranger or Constabulary Forces, the Quebec 
Provincial Police and of the police forces in those 
incorporated towns and villages of less than 4,000 
population, which are not patrolled by the R.C.M.P. 
or the Provincial Police,

Il est difficile d’obtenir des statistiques poli- 
ciéres précises, en partie parce que les chefs de 
police de certains endroits, méme s’ils colligent 
avec soin leur statistique locale, ne sont pas saisis 
de l’importance de la statistique nationale et croient 
a tort que les chiffres approximatifs suffisent aux 
fins statistiques. 


Le probléme a son coté encourageant: 1’effort 
soutenu de la part des chefs de police en vue d’ob- 
tenir un enregistrement plus précis afin que la 
statistique leur soit plus utile. L’amélioration est 
sensible a ce point de vue en 1949. 


Le rapport de 1948 déclare qu’un rapport dela 
statistique policiére sur trois a été renvoyé pour 
fins de correction d’erreurs relevées par le Bureau 
fédéral de la statistique. En 1949, un rapport seu- 
lement sur treize a été renvoyé. Toutefois, la situa- 
tion pourrait encore s’améliorer. Par exemple, dans 
sept des rapports de 1949, les délits connus dela 
police, et dans 44 rapports, le nombre de délits 
réglés par la police était inférieur 4 celui qui résulte 
en une poursuite. Cela n’est pas logique, car sure- 
ment une poursuite régle le cas en ce qui concerme 
la police et ce cas doit étre compris dans le total 
des délits connus de la police et réglés par la 
police. 


Statistigue de la Gendarmerie royale, de la police 
provinciale et de la police des chemins de fer 


Les rapports statistiques de la Gendarmerie 
royale et de la police provinciale ne comprennent 
pas les endroits de 4,000 habitants ou plus qu’ils 
surveillent. En Colombie-Britannique par exemple, 
13 des centres inscrits dans la statistique de la 
police municipale dans le présent rapport sont 
surveillés par la police provinciale; 4 centres en 
Saskatchewan, 4 au Manitoba et 3 au Nouveau- 
Brunswick sont ainsi surveillés par la Gendarmerie 
royale. 


Toutefois, ces statistiques réunies ne donnent 
paS un apercu complet de ]’activité policiére au 
Canada, puisqu’elles ne comprennent pas la statis- 
tique des garde-forestiers ou gendarmerie de Terre- 
Neuve, de la°police provinciale de Québec et de la 
police des villes et villages non incorporés de moins 
de 4,000 habitants, qui ne sont pas surveillés par 
la Gendarmerie royale ou la police provinciale.

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POLICE STATISTICS 


Police statistics were submitted for the year 
950 by Chiefs of Police in 205 urban centres, (5 
jore than in 1949) 13 district municipalities, 8 
ownships, (7 reporting for the first time) and 2 un- 
rganized districts of 4,000 population and over, 
s well as by the Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
nd the Ontario Provincial Police covering the 
ural areas and municipalities of less than 4,000 
vhich they patrol. 


Table I gives in detail the reportsof municipal- 
ba of 4,000 population and over, as well ascases 
if the Royal Canadian Mounted Police and Ontario 
>rovincial Police in rural areas, municipalities 
inder 4,000 policed by these two forces and cases 
ff Federal and Provincial Statute violations, 
rrespective of location.

Table II emphasizes the total work of the Royal 
Sanadiart Mounted Police and the Ontario Provincial 
2olice as well as the Railway Police. 


These statistics do not cover police activities 
n centres of less than 4,000 population which have 
‘heir own municipal police forces nor do they include 
svhe work of the Quebec Provincial Police. 


For the first time police statistics for New- 
foundland are included in this Report. The city 
of St. John’s is policed by the Newfoundland 
Constabulary. On August ist, 1950, the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police took over the policing 
of the remainder of the Province including Labrador 
and absorbed into their force some 60 Rangers who 
previously had patrolled the rural areas under the 
Newfoundland Department of Natural Resources. 


Another expansion of the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police took place on August 15th, 1950, 
when the work of the British Columbia Provincial 
Police was transferred to the Federal force. 


Recause of these two adjustments in the 
jurisdiction of the Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
and the consequent difficulty in securing statistics 
of the amalgamated forces the figures for police 
activities in Newfoundland and British Columbia 
are not as complete in this Report as they will 
be in 1951. 


Examining the statistics in detail it is noticed 
that in some 40 instances there were more pro- 
secutions reported than the number of offences 
cleared by the Police. This may be accounted for 
by the fact that more than one person may be pro- 
secuted for one offence. 


Again in some instances the value of property 
recovered exceeds the value of property lost. The 
Seeming discrepancy may be due to the reporting 
of property recovered in 1950 that was stolen in 
a previous year, or property recovered in one

Pour la premiére fois, ce rapport comprend la 
statistique policiére de Terre-Neuve. La gendarmerie 
de Terre-Neuve surveille Saint-Jean. Le ler aott 
1950, la Gendarmerie royale du Canada a assumé la 
surveillance du reste de la province, y compris le 
Labrador, et elle a admis dans ses rangs 60 garde- 
forestiers qui auparavant surveillaient les régions 
rurales et relevaient du ministére des Ressources 
naturelles de Terre-Neuve.

The population figures used in this report are 
those of the 1941 census which are lower than the 
1950 estimated population by as much as 1 p.c. 
in Prince Edward Island to 16.1 D.c. in Ontario. 
Therefore the number of police per population 
is overestimated. 


In the following summary of statistics of places 
of 4,000 population and over, 1949 figures are 
given in brackets for comparison with those of 
1950. 


The offences known to the police include all 
offences reported to the police and recorded daily 
by them. This figure increased to 1,398,986 
(1,104,883) in 1950. Arrests numbered 170,242 
(157,626) and 1,013,960 (808,786) persons were 
summoned. There were 1,211,282 (995,584) pro- 
secutions. Of the prosectuions 7.8 p.c. were for 
crimes against the criminal code and Federal 
statutes, 18.6 p.c. were for offences against 
provincial statutes and 73.6 p.c. were for municipal 
by-law infractions of which at least 85.3 p.c. 
were traffic offences. Not all reports distinquished 
between offences against traffic laws and offences 
against other by-laws. 


The number of motor vehicles reported as 
stolen totalled 11,361 (9,573) with 11,221 (9,452) 
recovered. Of 19,263 (17,649) stolen bicycles, 
15,781 (15,098) were reported found. 


Other stolen articles were valued at $5,671,093 
($5,614,585) of which $2,301,042 ($2,589,547) 
worth or 40.6 p.c. were recovered by the police. 


The identification departments of police forces 
fingerprinted 27,687 (33,920) and photographed 
19,448 (19,917) persons. 


There were 119,779 (95,931) motor vehicle 
accidents investigated by the police in which 
683° (624) persons were killed and 25,477 (21,412) 
were injured. Other accidents reported and investi- 
gated by the police had a toll of 802 (724) deaths 
and 14,254 (12,051) injured persons. 


Shelter in police stations was given to 97,935 
(85,713) persons, an increase of 14.3 p.c. over 
the previous year. Of 9,384 (8,309) persons reported 
missing 8,685 (7,754) were located. 


Each year the quality and uniformity of police 
statistics for Canada are improved. This is in great 
part due to the special co-operation of the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police and the Ontario Provincial 
Police in assisting the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
to obtain a complete picture of police activities in 
this country, and to the interest taken by the Chief

| *This Report of Police Statistics for the year 
1951 attempts to give a survey of duties carried 
jut in urban centres of 4,000 population or more 
oy municipal police forces and in districts under 
she jurisdiction of provincial, railway and federal 
yolice. Although it gives a general picture of 
yolice work in Canada there are gaps which are 
aot covered:- (a) those places of less than 4,000 
oopulation which have their own police forces and 
which are not policed either by Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police or the Ontario Provincial Police. 
‘b) The territory in Quebec outside the centres of 
4,000 population and over patrolled by the Pro- 
vincial Police of that Province. 


Police statistics were submitted for the year 
1951 by 236 urban centres (31 more than in 1950), 
13 district municipalities, 11 townships (4 more 
than in 1950) and 1 unorganized district (one less 
than in 1950) of 4,000 population and over, as well 
as by the Railway Police, the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police and the Ontario Provincial Police 
‘covering the rural areas and municipalities of less 
than 4,000 which they patrol. 


_ The Chief Constable Association of Canada in 
conference at Halifax in September 1950 recom- 
‘mended the inclusion of further details in the 
‘Annual Report of Police Statistics published by 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics. It is expected 
that this extra information will be of sufficient 
value to the police to compensate for the added 
work it entails both for the Chief Constables and 
the Bureau. 


1. To obtain a better estimate of the patrolled 
territory there is a breakdown of the area into 
square miles, street mileage and the number of 
police stations.

9. Because the number of traffic offences is 
mounting and consequently absorbing a great deal 
of attention of police forces these are listed 
separately from other offences. 


Table 1 gives in detail the reports of municipal 
police in centres of 4,000 and over as well as the 
work of the Royal Canadian Mounted Police and 
Ontario Provincial Police in rural areas and mu- 
nicipalities under 4,000 policed by these two 
forces and cases of Federal and Provincial Statute 
violations irrespective of location. 


Table 2 emphasizes the total work of the Royal

The report of Police Statistics for the year 1952 
tempts to give a survey of duties carried out in 
ban centres of 4,000 population or more by muni- 
pal police forces and in districts under the 
risdiction of provincial, federal and railway po- 
ce, Although it gives a general picture of police 
ork in Canada there are gaps which are not 
yvered: (a) those places of less than 4,000 popu- 
‘tion which have their own police forces and which 
‘e not policed either by the Royal Canadian Mount- 
1 Police or the Ontario Provincial Police (b) the 
“ritory in Quebec outside the centres of 4,000 
ypulation and over patrolled by the Provincial 
olice of that Province. 


_ Police Statistics were submitted for the year 
952 by 243 urban centres (seven more than in 
951), 13 district municipalities, 13 townships 
wo more than in 1951) and one unorganized district 
f 4,000 population and over as well as by the Rail- 
ay Police, the Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
nd_ the Ontario Provincial Police covering the 
ral areas and municipalities of less than 4,000 
hich they patrol. 


Table 1 gives in detail the reports of municipal 
olice in centres of 4,000 population and over. 


_ Table 2 shows the work of the Railway Police, 
he Royal Canadian Mounted Police and the Ontario 
*rovincial Police in rural areas and municipalities 
which are policed by the latter two forces as well

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In the following summary of the 1952 police 
statistics of places of 4,000 population and over 
the 1951 figures are given in brackets. In making 
comparisons it should be remembered that seven 
more urban centres and three more townships are 
included in 1952 than in previous year. 


The figure for ‘*Offences known to the police”? 
is considered to be the nearest estimate of the 
prevalence of crime in a country. The number will 
exceed that of offences cleared by arrest because 
many. crimes are committed of which the perpetra- 
tors remain undiscovered or though discovered or 
strongly suspected an arrest for some reason is 
not warranted. A person convicted of one or two 
offences frequently admits numerous other offences 
and asks that they may be taken into account when 
the court passes sentence. In such cases though 
there is only one person arrested the arrest clears 
several crimes. 


In 1952 ‘‘Offences known to the Police’’ in- 
creased to 1,534,538 (1,232,320). Of these known 
offences 51.9 p.c. (60 p.c.) were cleared by arrest. 
Arrests numbered 185,674 (177,646) and 1,242,506 
(924,713) persons were summoned or surrendered 
themselves. There were 1,689,261 (1,506,758) pro- 
secutions, Of these 5.9 p.c. were for crimes under 
the criminal code and Federal Statutes, 21.1 p.c. 
were for offences under Provincial Statutes and 73 
p.c. were for municipal bylaw infractions. Of the 
total prosecutions 87.8 p.c. were for traffic offences. 


The number of motor vehicles reported as stolen 
was 13,344 (13,328) with 14,192 (14,201) recovered, 
The excess of 848 recovered cars may be partly 
explained by the fact that cars may be stolen in 
the U.S.A. and recovered in Canada or cars recover- 
ed in one year may have been stolen in the previous 
year. Of 24,196 (20,846) stolen bicycles, 83.2 
D.C. (82.2 D.C.) were reported found. 


The police fingerprinted 92,022 (50,827) and 
photographed 92,139 (31,102) persons. The large 
increase in the number of persons photographed 
was reported in the Province of Quebec and mainly 
in the cities of Asbestos and Montreal. 


There were 150,484 (134,401) ‘traffic accidents 
Investigated by the police in which 831 (681) 
Persons were killed and 32,407 (14,198) were in- 
Jured, Other accidents investigated had a total of 
1,115 (1,338) deaths, of which 304 (274) were by 
drowning, and 15,454 (14,267) injured persons, 
Shelter in police stations was given to 79,223 
(69,979) persons which was 13.2 p.c, more than the 
Previous year, Of 12,685 (12,143) persons reported 
mM1iSSing 96 p.c.

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The report of Police statistics for the year 
1953 attempts to give a survey of activities of 
municipal forces in incorporated urban centres of 
4,000 population or more, and of provincial, fed- 
eral and railway police, in districts under their 
jurisdiction. 


Most urban centres are policed by municipal 
forces, although, in some places, the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police provide this service 
under contract. This force also supplies prov- 
incial service, under contract, for Newfoundland, 
Prince Edward Island, Nova Scotia, New Bruns- 
wick, Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Alberta and 
British Columbia. 


Agreements with the Ontario Provincial Police 
for municipal service are in force in certain 
Ontario centres. The Ontario Provincial Police 
also patrol rural areas and unorganized parts of 
the province outside these centres. 


Although this report gives a general picture of 
police activities in Canada, there are gaps which 
are not covered. These gaps are: 


(a)incorporated urban centres of less than 
4,000 population which have their own 
forces and are not covered either by the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police or by the 
Ontario Provincial Police. 


(b) territory in the province of Quebec outside 
the centres of 4,000 population and over, 
covered by the Provincial Police of that 
Province, 


Table 1 gives the reports of municipal, Ontario 
Provincial and Royal Canadian Mounted Police, 
in centres of 4,000 population and over for the 
Calendar year 1953. The table includes data re 
ported by 245 urban centres (243), (figures in 
brackets are for 1952) 16 district municipalities 
(13), 16 townships (13), and one unorganized 
district, 


Table 2 shows the work of the Royal Canadian 
Mounted, Ontario Provincial and Railway Police. 
It covers the activities of the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police at the Federal, Provincial and 
Municipal levels in all areas of Canada where they 
Serve, It includes the work of the Ontario Prov- 
cial Police in the districts indicated in the 
table, but excludes their work in places of 4,000 
Population or more where they provide service 
Under contract. The table also gives data on the

“‘Offences known to the police’, in this report, 
include offences and attempted offences which 
become known to a police force, on being reported 
by any person, including a police officer. Com- 
plaints about offences, or attempts, which upon 
investigation prove to be groundless are not in- 
cluded. Offences known to the police provide the 
basic data for estimating the prevailing volume 
and trends of criminality. In attempting any 
estimate, the gaps in reporting noted above must 
be borne in mind.

The report of Police Statistics for the year 
54 attempts to give a survey of activities of 
unicipal forces in incorporated urban centres of 
000 population or more, and of provincial, fed- 
al and railway police, in districts under their 
risdiction. 


Most urban centres are policed by municipal 
rces, although, in some places, the Royal 
anadian Mounted Police provide this service 
ider contract. This force also supplies prov- 
cial service, under contract, for Newfoundland, 
rince Edward Island, Nova Scotia, New Sruns- 
ick, Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Alberta and British 
olumbia. 


Agreements with the Ontario Provincial Police 
r municipal service are in force in certain 
ntario centres. The Ontario Provincial Police 
so patrol rural areas and unorganized parts of 
€ province outside these centres. 


Although this report gives a general picture of 
Jlice activities in Canada, there are gaps which 
‘e not covered. These gaps are: 


(a) incorporated urban centres of less than 
4,000 population which have their own 
forces anc are not covered either by the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police or by the 
Ontario Provincial Police. 


(b) territory in the province of Quebec outside 
the centres of 4,000 population and over, 
covered by the Provincial Police of that 
Province. 


Part 1 gives the reports of municipal, Ontario 
rovincial and Royal Canadian Mounted Police, 
1 centres of 4,000 population and over for the 
alendar year 1954. It includes data reported by 
44 urban centres (245), (figures in brackets are 
x 1953) 15 district municipalities (16), 15 town- 
hips (16), and one unorganized district. 


Part II shows the work of the Royal Canadian 
ounted, Ontario Provincial and-Railway Police. 
' COvers the activities of the Royal Canadian 
ounted Police at the Federal, Provincial and 
unicipal levels in all areas of Canada where 
ley serve. It includes the work of the Ontario 
Tovincial Polic2 in the districts indicated in the

‘‘Offences known to the police’’, in this report, 
include offences and attempted offences which 
become known to a police force, on being reported 
by any person, including a police officer. Com- 
plaints about offences, or attempts, which upon 
investigation prove to be groundless are not 
included. Offences known to the police provide the 
basic data for estimating the prevailing volume 
and trends of criminality. In attempting any 
estimate, the gans in reporting noted above must 
be borne in mind. 


The population figures in this report are taken 
from the 1951 Census.

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STATISTIQUE DE LA POLICE 


The report of police statistics for the calendar 
year 1955 surveys the activities of municipal 
forces in urban centres, district municipalities 
and townships of 4,000 population or more, and 
of federal, provincial and railway police in dis- 
tricts under their jurisdiction. Areas not covered 
are: 


(a) Urban centres of less than 4,000 popula- 
tion which have their own forces and are 
not policed, under contract, either by the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police or by the 
Ontario Provincial Police. 


(b) Territory in the Province of Quebec out- 
side the centres of 4,000 population and 
over, policed by the Quebec Provincial 
Police. 


Part I of the report contains data reported by 
police departments of 239 incorporated urban 
centres (244*) 16 district municipalities (15), 15 
townships (15,) and 1 unorganized district (1), of 
4,000 population and over. It included reports from 
municipal police and from R.C.M. Police and 
O.P.Police Detachments operating under contract, 
as municipal police. 


Part II contains data reported by the R.C.M. 
Police, the O.P.Police and the Railway Police and 
covers the activities of these forces in all areas 
of Canada where they serve. The data reported by 
R.C.M.P. and O.P.P. detachments operating under 
contract as municipal police shown in Part I are 
also included in Part II. 


The quality of the data has improved over last 


year but there are still variations in reporting. 


Widest variation was found in the clearance of 

offences, shown in Table 3, which includes of- 

fences cleared by arrest as well as offences 

cleared by other means. The title of this table 

was changed to *‘Offences Cleared’’ to accomodate 
_ these variations. 


“Value of Other Property Stolen’’ and ‘‘Other 
Accidents Investigated’’ were reported variously. 
It was necessary to omit Provincial and Canada 

totals for these items which appear in Tables 6 
and 7. There was also wide variation in data 
- Telating to parking violations.

The report of police statistics for the calen- 
dar year 1956 surveys the activities of municipal 
forces in urban centres, district municipalities 
and townships of 4,000 population or more, and 
of federal, provincial and railway police in dis- 
tricts under their jurisdiction. Areas not cov- 
ered are: 


(a) Urban centres of less than 4,000 popula- 
tion which have their own forces and are 
not policed, under contract, either by 
the Royal Canadian Mounted Police or by 
the Ontario Provincial Police. 


(b) Territory in the Province of Quebec out- 
side the centres of 4,000 population and 
over, policed by the Quebec Provincial 
Police. 


Part I of the report contains data reported by 
police departments of 245 incorporated urban 
centres (2391), 16 district municipalities (16), 
14 townships (16), and 1 unorganized district (1) 
of 4,000 population and over. It includes reports 
from municipal police and from R.C.M. Police and 
O.P. Police Detachments operating, under contract, 
as municipal police. 


Part II contains data reported by the R.C.M. 
Police, the O.P. Police and the Railway Police 
and covers the activities of these forces in all 
areas of Canada where they serve. The data re- 
ported by R.C.M.P. and O.P.P. detachments oper- 
ating under contract as municipal police shown in 
Part I are also included in Part I.
